Tlie  Krencli  UeiierRi  Dautiias  lias  written 
!\  work  on  tlie  Horses  ol" i lis  Sahara.  10  which 
»Ab<l  el  KaJer  has  aUJcJ  many  notes  Gen- 
eral Dauniaa  telU.  in  short,  lively  rliapters, 
of  t!ie  parenlage,  birth,  early  ilucation, 
management  through  life,  oliaraeter  and  pow- 
er of  tlie  horse  ot  the  tleserl  .\rah.  and  he 
has  ci-iuiiniii^ly  drawn  Irom  Ahil  el  KaJer, 
with  whom  friendship  was  Hrst  e.stabli3hed 
when  General  Daumas  was  accredited  to  him 
as  French  Consul,  letters  and  commentaries 
rich  in  fact,  legend  and  religious  illustration 
of  I  he  subject,  Arab-wise  The  high  esteem 
of  the  horse  was  enforced  by  the  Prophet  on 
his  followers,  who,  for  conquest  or  self-de- 
lense,  were  strong  and  safe  only  through  the 
power  of  their  steeds.  Mohammedan  legend 
and  precept  alike  made  the  horse  man's 
dearest  care.  Thus  Abd  el  Kader  tells  the 
legend  of  the  origin  of  horses  : 

"When  Allah  willed  to  create  a  horse,  lie 
said  to  the  .south,  wind  :  'I  will  that  a  crea 
lure  should  proceed  iVoni  thee — condense 
thyself — and  the  wind  condensed  it.self 
'  Then  came  the  Angel  Gabriel,  and  he  took 
a  handful  of  this  matter  and  presented  it  to 
Allah,  who  formed  of  it  a  dark  bay,  or  a  dark 
chestnut  hoTse,{kou>'i»iil^ — red  mingled  with 
black)  saying:  "I  have  caljed  thee  horse 
i  frass);  I  have  created  the  Arab,  I  have 
bestowed  upon  the  color  koummde.  1  have 
attached  f!00d  fortune  to  the  hair  that  falls 
between  thy  eyes.  Thou  shall  be  the  lord 
(^W)  of  all  other  animals.  Men  shall  fol- 
low thee  wherever  thou  goest.  Good  for 
p  irsuit  as  for  tlight.  thou  shalt  fly  without 
winiii.  Upon  thy  back  shall  riches  repose, 
and  through  thy  niean^  shall  wealth  come.  " 

The  Arabs  have  many  proveriis  relating 
to  the  horse.  They  say,  "Horses  pray  to 
Allah  to  make  them  beloved  by  their  mas- 
ters." "Allah  comes  to  the  aid  of  such  as  oc- 
cupy themselves  with  horses,  and  lightens 
the  expenses  in^;urred  on  their  account." 
Everv  j.'rain  ot  barley  given  to  a  horse  is  in- 
scrilicd  by  Allah  in  the  register  of  good 
works  '  Whoso  maintainetli  a  horse  for 
the  triumph  of  religion,  maketli  a  magnifi- 
cent loan  to  Allah.  '  "Evil  spirits  enter  not 
into  a  tent  where  there  is  a  thoroughbread 
.  Iiorse. 

Finally,  it  is  said  :  "In  this  world,  honor 
begins  at  the  .stirrup,  to  be  completed  in  the 
saddle."

But  all  the  horses  are  not  honored  alike 
Une  shall  be  set  apart  as  worthy  only  of 
prince.',  while  anotiier  shall  b«r  "a  horse  of 
another  color"  that  it  will  be  well  to  cast 
out  of  the  camp  The  .-Vrab  superstitions  on 
this  subject  are  lliiia  pleasantly  told  by  the 
French  General  ; 

"Ben  Dyab;  a  renowned  chief  01  the  desert, 
who  Hourished  in  the  year  of  the  Hijira  O.ii.j, 
happening  one  day  to  be  pursued  by  .Saad 
el  /anaty,  sheikh  of  the  Uulad  Yagsub,  turn- 
ed 10  his  son  and  asked  ;  "What  fiorses  are 
in  front  of  tno  enemy  .' '  "Wliite  hor.sei;  ' 
re|>lied  his  son.  "It  is  well  ;  let  us  make 
for  the  suiiiiy  side,  and  they  will  melt  away 
like  butter.  '  .Some  time  afterward  Ben  Dyab 
again  turned  to  his  son  and  said,  '  "What 
are  in  front  oi'  the  enemy?'  "Black  horse.*, 
cried  his  son.  "It  is  well  ;  let  us  iiiake  for 
stony  ground,  and  we  shall  have  nithing  to 
fear — they  are  the  negroes  of  the  Soudan, 
who  cannot  walk  with  bare  feet  upon  the 
Hints."  .He  changed  his  course,  and  the 
black  horses  were  speedily  distanced  A 
third  time  Ben  Dyab  asked,  "And  now,  what 
horses  are  in  the  front  of  the  enemy  ''"  Dark 
chestnuts  and  dark  bays"  "In  that  case," 
e.\claimed  Ben  Dyab,  "strike  out,  my  chil- 
dren, strike  out,  and  give  your  horses  the 
heel,  for  these  might  perchance  overtake  us 
had  ue  not  given  barley  to  ours  all  thesuiu- 
loer  through.' 

"The  coats  despi.sed  are  . 

'  The  Pitbnld :  "Flee  from  him  like  the 
pestilence,  for  he  is  own  brother  to  the 
cow." 

"The  kouskousseau  iirrives  when  he  is  goiia, 
And  ho  finilj  the  dispute  as  soon  ai  he  arri- 
ves." 

"The  Isabel,  with  white  mane  and  tail  ; 
no  chief  wiiuld  condescend  to  mount  such  a 
horse.  There  are  some  tribes  even  that  would 
r.nt  consent  to  allow  him  to  remain  a  single 
nislht  with  them.  They  call  such  a  one  i< 
fittr  e!  ihou'li/,  "the  Jew's  yellow."  It  is  a 
color  that  brings  ill  luck. 

"  'The  iron  gray 
And  the  Jew's  yellow, 
If  his  rider  returns  fruin  the  tight, 
Cut  off  my  hand." 

"The  lioan  :  this  is  called  m(ghede>ir  rl- 
(Itum,  ft  'pool  of  blood.'  The  rider  is  sure  to 
be  overtaken,  but  will  never  overtake 

"The  horse  is  to  be  valued  that  has  no 
white  spots  except  a  star  on  the  forehead,  or 
a  simple  wliite  stripe  down  the  face.  The 
latter  must  descend  to  the  lips,  and  then  the 
owner  will  never  be  in  want  of  milk.  It  is 
a  ioriunate  mark.  It  is  the  image  of  the 
dawn.  If  the  star  is  truncated  or  has  jagged 
edges,  it  is  universally  disliked,  and  if  the  an 
imal  adds  to  that  a  spot  in  front  of  the  sad- 
dle no  man  in  his  senses  would  mount  it,  nor 
would  any  judge  of  Iiorse  flesh  design  to  pos- 
sess it.  Such  a  horse  is  as  fatal  as  subtle 
poison.  U  a  horse  has  several  white  spots, 
three  is  the  preferable  number  — one  of  the 
right  feet  should  be  e.xempi,  but  it  matters 
not  whether  it  be  behind  or  before  It  is  a 
good  sign  to  have  stockings  on  both  the  off 
iorefoot  and  the  near  hindfoot.  It  is  cal- 
led, 

"The  hand  of  the  writer 
And  the  loot  of  the  hurseman." 
"The  master  of  such  a  horse  cannot  fail 
to  be  Ioriunate,  for  he  mounts  and  disuiounts 
over  white.  The  Arabs,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered generally  mount  on  the  ofl"  side  and 
alight  on  the  near  side.  Two  hind  stockings 
are  a  sign  of  good  fortune: 

"  'Tiid  horse  with  the  white  hindfeet, 
His  muster  will  never  be  ruiued." 

"It  is  the  same  with  white  forefeet — his 
master  s  face  will  never  turn  yellow.  Never 
buy  a  horse  with  a  white  face  and  four  stock 
ings,  for  he  carries  his  winding-sheet  with 
biin.  The  prejudices  of  the  Arabs  on  the 
subject  of  white  spots  are  summed  up  in  the 
following  little  story: 

"  'An  Arab  had  a  blood  mare.  There  was 
a  dispute  beforehand  as  to  tth:u  her  loal 
would  be  So  when  she  was  on  the  point  of 
foaling  lie  invited  all  his  friends  to  be  pres- 
ent. The  head  first  of  all  came  in  sight — it 
bore  a  star  The  Arab  rejoiced.  His  horse 
would  one  day  outstrip  the  dawn,  lor  he  had 
the  mark  on  his  forehead.  Next  appeared 
the  near  lorelout,  when  the  owner  in  extasy 
demanded  one  hundred  douros  for  the  foal. 
The  ofi'  forefoot  then  showed  itself  with  a 
stocking,  and  the  price  was  reduceil  to  fifty 
douros.  After  that  came  the  near  hind-foot. 
It  also  had  a  stocking,  and  the  Arab,  over- 
joyed, swore  that  he  would  not  part  with  his 
foal  lor  the  whole  world.  But  lo  I  the  forth 
foot  presents  itself  likL-wise  with  a  stocking, 
n  hen  the  dweller  in  the  Sahara  cast  the  an- 
imal out.  in  his  fury,  on  the  refuse  heap.

ARAB  DOOS. 

Of  dogs,  the  Arabs  honor  only  the  grey 
hound,  'rhis  dog  is  suliered  to  be  his  com- 
panion, and  is  precious  to  him  almost  as  his 
Iiorse.  The  .\rab  greyhound  as  a  pup  hunts 
rats,  at  five  or  six  months  hunts  the  gazelle, 
from  the  hare  passes  to  the  young  of  the 
gazelle,  at  twelve  months  old  is  eager  for 
the  old  hinds  themselves,  but  is  restrained 
until  the  age  of  fifteen  or  eighteen  months, 
after  which  he  is  held  in  leash  and  regularly 
allowed  to  hunt : 

"The  greyhound  is  an  intelligent  animal 
and  full  of  self-love.  If,  in  slipping  him,  a 
fine  gazelle  is  pointed  out  to  him,  and  h& 
kills  only  a  common  looking  one,  he  is  very 
sensible  of  the  reproaches  addressed  to  him, 
and  slinks  off,  ashamed  of  himself,  without 
claiming  his  portion  He  has  no  lack  of 
vanity,  and  indulges  much  io  fantasis.  A 
thorougii  bred  s'oxigui  will  neither  eat  nor 
drink  from  a  dirty  vessel,  and  refuses  milk 
in  which  the  hand  has  been  dipped.  Has 
he  not  been  taught  this  disdainful  daintiness  ? 
And  yetthe.utniost  that  is  done  for  the  com- 
mon dog,  their  faithful  and  vigilant  guard 
ian,  is  to  let  him  find  his  food  among  theof- 
I'al  and  bones  that  are  lying  about.  And 
while  the  latter  is  driven  with  hootings  from 
tent  and  table,  the  greyhound  sleeps  in  the 
comparlnient  reserved  for  men,  on  carpets  by 
his  master's  side,  or  on  his  very  bed.  He  is 
clothed  and  sheltered  from  the  cold,  like  the 
horse,  and  is  even  preferred  from  being  chil- 
ly, as  that  is  an  adilitional  proof  of  the  pu- 
rity of  his  race.  The  women  take  pleasure 
in  bedecking  him  with  ornaments,  in  tying 
collars  of  shells  round  his  neck,  and  secur- 
ing him  from  the  evil  eye  by  fastening  talis- 
mans on  him.  He  is  fed  with  care.  ni;ely, 
and  caution,  kous-koussou  being  lavished 
upon  him.  In  summer  time  lo  give  him 
strength  they  make  a  paste  of  milk  and 
dates,  of  which  the  stones  have  been  extract- 
ed There  are  some  who  never  teed  their 
greyhounds  during  the  day  Nor  is  this  all. 
I'he  slmgul  accompanies  his  master  when  on 
a  visit  and  receives  the  same  hospitality  with 
him,  having  a  portion  of  every  dish. 

'.A  thorough  bred  greyhound  will  hunt 
with  no  one  but  his  master.  By  his  cleanli- 
ness, his  respect  for  decency,  and  the  gracious- 
■less  of  hii  manner,  he  shows  that  he  recog- 
nizes the  attention  paid  to  him.  On  his 
master's  return  after  a  somewhat  prolonged 
ab.sence  the  slovgui  leaps  with  a  bound  on  to 
his  saddle,  and  caresses  him.  The  Arabs 
talk  to  him:  '0  friend  listen  tome!  You 
must  bring  me  some  meat.  1  am  tired  of  eat- 
ing dates  '  And  flatter  him  in  many.. ways 
riiv  petted  animal  leaps  about  in  a  tVolic- 
some  manner,  and  seems  not  only  to  under- 
stand bill  to  wish  to  reply.  The  death  of  a 
sl():j;j:ii  fillj  the  whole  tent  with  mourning, 
the  women  and  children  bewailing  him  as  if 
he  were  one  of  the  family  .'Sometimes  it 
falls  to  the  greyhound  to  find  food  fur  all,  and 
one  that  nourisliej  a  faiuily  can  never  be  for 
sale'

A  Loui«villiau's  Experience  in  Dixie. 

We  have  conversedwith  a  very  intelligent 
and  reliable  gentleman,  who  left  thi»  city 
early  in  February  last,  and  has  been  in  the 
South  ever  -since.  Immediately  after  his  ar- 
rival he  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  army, 
and  deserted  it  a  month  ago — made  his  way 
through  our  lines,  and  returned  here  on  Fri- 
lay  last.  His  accounts  of  the  condition  of  af- 
fairs there  generally  are  deplorable  in  the  ex 
treme,  and  are  indeed  worse  than  any  his- 
tory we  have  yet  seen.  He  was  when  in  the 
army,  a  hospital  steward,  and,  being  perfeet- 
ly  free  to  go  and  come  as  he  chose,  his  op 
portunities  lor  observation  have  been  much 
greater  than  they  would  have  been  otherwise 
A  perfect  reign  of  terror  has  taken  hold  of 
the  country,  and  the  people  flee  from  im- 
pending conscription  hiding  in  the  hills  and 
rocks,  preferring,  in  most  cates,  a  death  by 
the  slow  process  of  starvation  than  being 
forced  into  the  Confederate  army.  The  con- 
script Oiticers  hunt  them  down  with  grey- 
"lounds  and  cavalry — in  some  localities  <irag- 
ginij  them  cruelly  from  their  hiding  places, 
and  in  any  case  death  is  the  summary  piiii- 
ishnieul  lor  a  refusal  lo  accomp.iny  their 
brutal  caplors.  He  gives  us  an  illustration 
where  one  man  fled  to  the  mountains  in  Ten- 
nessee for  protection  from  the  conscript  act, 
taking  with  him  his  wife.and  little  children, 
and,  when  acciiientally  found  by  the  aid  of 
the  hounds,  he  was  dragged  forth  and  cruel- 
ly shot  because  he  begged  lo  be  released,  or 
permitted  to  come  North. 

The  people,  civilians  outside  of  the  army, 
s.iy  that  they  are  subjugated,  while  the  sol- 
diers are  indill'erent,  and  have  no  opinion 
whatever,  and  do  precisely  as  they  are  told 
to  do,  believing  that  they  have  no  right  to 
ihink  lor  themselves,  or,  if  they  have,  are 
afraid  lo  give  expre.'eion  to  their  thoughts. 
The  officers  are  all  in  favor  of  a  monarchy, 
lespising  with  all  their  might  and  soul  any 
government  after  the  fashion  of  the  old  one, 
and  say  that  no  earthly  power  shall  ever 
iigain  compel  them  to  submit  to  a  recon- 
struction of  the  Union  on  its  old  basis — 
nothing  short  of  a  monarchy,  and  that  after 
the  moat  tyrannical  model,  will  satisfy  them 
.A  fearful  state  of  destitution  and  want  ex- 
ists among  the  men,  women  and  children. 
Clothing  is  rarely  ever  found,  and,  when  it 
is,  it  is  held  at  .such  exhorbitant  prices  that 
thrae-fourths  of  the  people  are  unable  to 
buy.  Fooil  is  not  to  be  had  for  love  or  money. 
He  tells  us  that  at,  one  lime,  he  had  been 
without  a  mouthful  to  eat  for  four  days,  aud 
that,  accidentally  finding  one  individual 
who  hud  a  loaf  of  bread,  he  bought  it  at  the 
enormous  figure  of  tlfree  dollars  and  a  half 

The  soldiers  iu  mosi  cases  arc  as  inditVer- 
ently  oft' as  the  citizens,  though  they  are 
cared  for  before  everybody  else.  They  are 
compelled  to  buy  their  own  clothing,  and 
lor  that  purpose  receive  fifty-two  dollars 
commutation  money,  which  will  not  pur- 
chase one  single  suit,  and  unless  some  friend 
I'urnishes  them  with  the  necessary  articles, 
they  have  to  do  without.  Thoy  would  all 
desert  if  not  tearful  of  being  recaptured,  as 
in  that  case  ileatli  is  sure  and  speedy. 

nur  informant  was  arrested  at  Tiillalioina, 
last  March,  charged  with  being  a  spy,  and 
was  tried  by  court-martial,  but  as  noevidence 
was  adduced  against  him.  he  was  released 
and  severely  reprimanded.  Thirteen  others 
were  tried  at  the  same  lime,  condemned  to 
death,  and  subsequently  executed.  Among 
the  number  was  a  young  man  from  this  city 
named  Overton,  sou  of  Mrs.  Sarah  l')vcrlon, 
a  widow,  residing  on  East  street.  He  was 
shot  on  the  I9lli  of -April,  and  buried  near 
Tulluhoma,  Tenn.

The  army  .South  has  been  consolidated, 
and  sometimes  there  was  not  men  enough  in 
live  regiments  to  make  a  single  one  full  to 
its  maximum  The  officers  thus  thrown  out 
are  made  conscript  officers,  and  deta'iied  on 
that  special  duty  by  the  authorities. 


""•nr  friend  when  he  went  South  wastirmly 
convinced  that  the  rebel  cause  w.i8  just  and 
right,  but  in  a  lew  brief  months  he,  like 
thousands  of  others  who  would  get  away, 
if  possible  to  elude  the  vigilance  of  the  trait- 
ore,  was  undeceived,  and  deserted  the  earliest 
opportunity.  He  came  within  our  lines,  took 
the  oath  of  allegiance,  and  wept  over  the 
old  honored  flag.  He  was  clad  in  tatters 
and  rags,  but,  when  convinced  of  the  sincer- 
ity of  his  repentance,  our  noble  boys  clothed 
him  and  fed  him,  and  sent  him  on  his  way 
rejoicing.

Debased  Gold    Coin — Danserons  Coun- 
lerfpils  in  Circulatioii. 

The  withdrawal  of  gold  from  circulation 
has  given  time  to  experts  in  counierfeiting 
to  manufacture  large  quantities  of  filled  coin, 
which  are  now  in  exten.sire  circulation. 
The  resumption  of  payment  of  customs' 
duties  in  gold,  in  consequence  of  the  scar- 
city of  demand  notes,  has  brought  out  the 
false  coin  in  company  with  the  genuine,  and 
the  counterfe.ts  are  so  well  made  that  none 
but  experts  can  detect  them. 

Many  of  the  banks  of  this  city  have  re- 
ceived and  paid  this  false  issue,  brokers 
take  and  sell  it,  and  it  is  sent  lo  the  Cos- 
lom  home  to  pay  duties,  without  criminal 
knowledge  or  intent.  The  proportion  of  the 
filled  coin  now  in  use  is  not  large,  as  com- 
pared with  the  genuine  currency;  but  it  is 
nevertheless  true  that  few  of  the  men  hand- 
ling it  know  w  hether  the  coin  is  genuine  or 
not,  and  the  uninitiated  can  not  possibly 
detect  the  work  of  the  lamperers. 

At  the  Custom-house  almost  every  day  the 
filled  pieces  are  sent  in  for  payment-  of  du- 
ties; while  the  rejection  of  a  number  of  them 
in  one  day  is  not  uncommon.  The  discov 
ery  of  these  pieces  is  followed  immediately 
by  cutting  them  in  halves  with  a  chisel, 
when  they  are  returned  to  the  owners,  who, 
of  course,  replace  them  with  good  coin. 

The  system  of  filling,  as  now  practiced,  is 
said  to  have  originated  some  years  ago  in 
(Jolifornia,  and  was  first  detected  in  England 
in  the  process  of  melting  the  coin.  The 
business  is  now,  if  possible,  more  carefully 
and  also  more  extensively  conducted.  The 
process  is  lo  split  the  coin,  to  lake  from  the 
center  one  third  to  one  half,  and  in  some  cases 
a  larger  proportion  of  the  gold,  which  is  care- 
fully weighed,  and  an  equal  amount  ofpla- 
tina,  or  alloy  of  plaiina  of  an  interior  quali- 
ty, put  in  its  place — in  what  manner  is  not 
precisely  understood.  The  sides  of  the  coin 
,Hre  then  closed,  the  edge  is  re-milled  ;  and 
the  whole  of  the  work  is  so  accurately  done 
that  not  only  the  weight  of  the  piece  remains 
unchanged,  but  the  size  reiuains  the  same, 
or  so  nearly  the  same  that  the  ditrerence  is 
not  perceptible  :  and  what  is  most  singular, 
the  "ring"  is  perfectly  clear  The  lest,  there- 
fore, which  is  generally  employed  lo  detect 
spurious  coin,  is  guile  useless,  although 
some  experts  think  they  can,  by  this  means, 
ob«erve  and  delect  the  filled  pieces.  The 
milling  of  the  coin  most  l're(juenlly  reveals 
its  character. 

-At  the  present  rate  of  premium  six  to 
seven  dollar'  worth  of  gold  can  be  taken 
from  a  ten  dollar  gold  piece,  while  the  fill- 
ing is  estimated  lo  be  worth  about  four  dol- 
lars per  ounce — one  filth,  perhaps,  of  the 
metal  abstracted. 

The  skill  with  which  this  fraud  is  com- 
mitted constitutes  its  chief  danger;  but  it  is 
by  no  means  likely  that  any  large  propor- 
tion of  our  gold  coin  will  ever  be  dejjased

tieoeral  Grant  in  Action. 

Nearly  *very  tieneral  in  command  of  an 
army  has  a  pefiuliar  habit,  which  he  exhib- 
its only  on  the  battle-field.  In  civil  lile, 
wine  frequently  developes  trails  of  character 
never  revealeil  in  a  stale  of  sobriety.  In 
military  life  battle  lakes  the  place  of  wine 
in  this  respect.  I  could  name  men,  who  arc 
noted  for  their  observance  of  the  second  com- 
mandment, in  camp,  but  who  exhibit  signs 
of  profanity  while  the  skirmish  line  is  being 
tormed,  and  get  to  swearing  vigorously  be- 
fore the  battle  is  fairly  begun.  (I  will  make' 
a  remark  here,  to  save  others  Irom  doing  it, 
at  the  expense  of  this  paragraph  :  That 
while  the  intoxication  of  wino  renders  loco- 
motion difficult  the  intoxication  of  battle 
accelerates  it  in  many  instances  ) 

You  cannot  read  in  General  (grant's  coun- 
tenance how  a  battle  is  going  Whether  the 
enemy  is  driving  him,  or  he  is  driving  the 
enemy,  he  wears  the  same  placed  features, 
neither  a  smile  nor  a  frown.  You  look  in 
vain  for  hope,  fear  or  anxiety  depicted  in  his 
facial  expression.  But  there  is  one  key  by 
which  some  idea  may  be  lormed  as  lo  how 
he  feels  while  the  struggle  progresses.  The 
General  is  in  camp  addicted  to  the  "use  of 
the  weed  '  lo  a  moderate  extent,  but  in  the 
battle-field  he  indulges  inoie  than  usual. 
The  more  desperate  the  battle,  the  more  ex- 
travagent  his  use  of  Cubas  and  Principees. 
When  his  men  are  pushing  forward,  and  the 
enemy  giving  way,  the  blue  smoke  ascends 
at  regular  intervals  in  small  and  scarcely 
perceptible  curls.  When  the  ground  is  be- 
ing contested,  his  face  is  lost  in  Cuban  exhal- 
ations When  there  is  a  prospect  that  the 
day  will  go  against  him,  he  ceases  to  smoke, 
and  commences  to  punish  his  innocent  exotic 
by  vigorously  biting  the  end  of  it.  When 
he  rides  along  the  lines  without  a  cigar  there 
is  no  enemy  in  front  except  a  small  body  of 
rebel  cavalry  ami  he  knows  it. 

Gen  Sherman  is  an  inveterate  smoker  on 
the  battle-Held,  also.  When  he  was  wounded 
at  .Shiloh,  he  wrapped  his  pocket-handker- 
chief round  his  hand,  lit  a  cigar  and  became 
more  earnest  than  ever. 


How  .Ie.skins  Paroliis  Cowards. — A  H"a- 
gerstown  letter  has  the  following: 

While  Gen.  Jenkins  was  iu  Hagerslown 
he  exhibited  iiinny  traits  which  it  is  to  be 
hoped  are  charai-tcristic  of  the  man.  .K» 
incident  will  illustrate.  About  noon  yester- 
day a  Lieutenant  and  five  men,  wearing  the 
uniform  of  Union  soldiers,  crept  out  of  some 
of  ihe  houses  of  the  town  where  they  had 
been  hidden,  and  delivered  themselves  up. 
When  they  apeared  before  Gen.  Jenkins  the 
lollowing  conversation  occurred: 

Jenkins — "Halloa!  who  are  you,  and 
where  did  you  come  h'oni  ?  " 

Lieutenant — "We  belong  to  the  T'nloii  ar- 
my, or  did  belong  to  it,  but  we  don  t  wish  to 
right  any  longer  against  our  Southern  breth- 
ren ;  so  when  our  forces  left  here  we  stayed 
behind,  and  lo-dav  we  came  out  to  be  parol- 
ed." 

Jenkins — "What  did  you  say  about  'South- 
ern brethren'*'  "  By  — ^,  if  I  thought  I  had 
a  twenty-fifth  cousin  who  was  as  white-livered 
as  you  are,  I  would  kill  him  and  set  him  up 
in  my  barnyard  to  make  sheep  own  their 
lambs.  I  11  show  you  how  I  parole  such 
pukes  as  you  are.  You  are  too  d  d  mis- 
erable to  be  paroled  in  military  style." 

.So  saying,  he  ordered  a  iletail  ol  six  men 
and  a  sergeant — "good  lusty  fellows  with 
thick  bools  — who  paroled  the  recreant  Fed- 
rnls  to  the  west  border  of  the  town,  where 
the  parolling  process  ceased,  and  the  detail 
and  crowd  came  back  highly  pleased  with 
Jenkins'  mod;  of  paroling  cowards.

Another  Raid  into  Ua»t  TeniieN«ee' 

Cinl'i>.xati,  June  23,  1803. 
The  lollowing  dispatch  has  just  been  re- 
ceived by  Major  General  Burn.fide.  Irom  the 
expedition  that  he  sent  into  East  Tennessee 
to  destroy  llie  East  Tennessee  and  Virginia 
Hailoada 

Boston,  Whitley  connty,  Ky.,  June 

I  arrived  here  with  luy  command  at  eleven' 
o'clock  this  morning.  I  struck  the  Railroad 
at  Lenoire.  deslroyed  the  road  up  to  Knoi- 
ville,  made  demonstrations  a^^ainst  Knoxville 
so  as  lo  have  the  troops  drawn  from  above, 
destroyed  the  track  and  started  lor  Straw- 
berry Plains,  burnt  .State  Creek  Bridge,  three 
hundred  and  twelve  feet  long,  and  theStraw- 
berry  Plain  Bridge,  one  thousand  six  hun- 
dred feet  long,  and  al?o  Mossy  Creek  Bridge, 
three  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  long.  I 
captured  three  pieces  of  artillery,  some  two 
hundred  boxes  of  artillery  ammunition,  over 
five  hundred  prisoners,  one  thousand  stand 
of  arms,  destroy e>l  a  large  amount  of  salt, 
sugar,  flour,  meal  saltpetre  aud  one  saltpetre 
works,  aud  other  stores. 

My  command  is  much  fatigued.  'We  have 
had  but  two  nights  sleep  since  leaving  Wil- 
liamsburg. The  force  in  East  Tenne»sre  was 
larger  than  I  had  supposed.  1  did  not  attack 
London  Bridge,  for  reasons  thai  I  will  ex- 
plan.  At  Mossy  Creek  I  determined  to  re- 
turn. In  the  mountains  I  had  very  great 
difficulties  that  were  unexpeeted.  I  found 
the  Gap  through  which  1  intended  to  return 
.strongly  guarded  with  artillery  and  infantry, 
and  blockaded  with  fallen  timber.  A  foice 
was  also  following  in  our  rear.  I  determin- 
ed lo  cross  at  .Smith's  Gap,  which  1  did.  I 
w  ill  report  more  t'ully  as  soon  as  possible.

the  injustice  which  was  practiced  towards 
liim  bv  luen  in  position.  It  will  be  remem 
bered  that,  when  Bragg  invaded  Kenlncky 
last  year,  it  was  stated  u|)on  tne  authority 
of  Governor  Andrew  Johnson,  that  but 
for  the  determined  stand  taken  by  tJov  J., 
who  was  then  military  tJovernor  of  Ten- 
ues!<ee,  (jeueral  Buell  would  have  abandoned 
Xashville.

Some  months  ago  a  statement  appeared 
ill  the  newspapers,  on  the  reported  authority 
of  fJrovernor  Andrew  Johnson,  that  I  had 
only  been  prevented  by  his  resolute  e.xpostu- 
lations  from  abandoning  Nashville  when  1 
moved  North  with  my  army  iu-.'>eptember 
last.  He  has  since  made  the  same  asser- 
tion in  a  deposition.  Whenever  1  have  spo- 
ken on  this  subject  I  hsve  denounced  the 
slatemenl  as  false  ,  and  1  now  repeat  that 
denunciation.  1  am  very  willing  to  bear 
the  responsibility  of  my  own  acts  or  inten- 
tions; and  it  give.s  me  sincere  pleasure  at  all 
times  to  acknowledge  any  assistance  I  may 
receive  from  others  either  in  counsel  or  ac 
lion.  If  I  had  determined  to  abandon  Nash 
viile  it  would  have  been  upon  niy  best  judg- 
ment, and  1  .should  cheerfully  have  submit- 
ted to  a  verdict  on  the  wisdom  of  my  course. 
I  assert  that  I  never  intimated  to  Governor

The  very  intelligent  correspondent  of  the 
Cincinnati  Commercial,  writing  from  Vicks- 
burg,  .[uuc  •"),  says — "II  will  be  remeui bered 
that  among  other  things  done  by  General 
Thoiiia?  during  his  recent  visit  lo  this  de- 
partment, was  the  leasing  of  a  number  of 
plantations — rebel  property — along  tbe  Mis- 
sissippi River,  to  men  troin  the  North  Tbe 
Government  agrees  to  lurnish  contrabands, 
and  ihe  lessee  is  to  share  the  products  of  the 
soil  with  Uncle  Sam.  The  svstem  appeari 
to  work  badly,  and  will  ultimately  end,  as 
usual,  in  the  United  .States  getting  the  worst 
of  the  bargain.  The  lessees  areascc.ry  set  of 
fellow.s,  and  have  so  little  confidence  in  the 
legality  of  their  tenure  to  the  lands,  that 
they  are  eontiiiiially  raiding  a  hue  and  cry 
about  guerrillas  hovering  about  them,  and 
are  eonliuually  appealing  to  the  military  au- 
thorities for  protection.  Acquiescence  lo 
their  petitions  would  involve  the  tranler  of 
(Grant's  army  to  Louisiana,  and  the  fortifica- 
tion of  all  their  cotton-fields.  The  "lessee" 
policy  is  visionary.  It  looked  well  last  win- 
ter, but  looks  badly  now.  It  will  cost  iwice 
as  much  as  the  net  proceeds  of  ihe  farmi  to 
maintain  in  their  vicinity  a  sullicient  force  to 
hold  the  guerrillas  at  bav. 

"The  negroes  furnished  to  the  lessees  by 
the  Government  ara  badly  treated,  judging 
from  their  attempts  to  run  away  and  return 
to  their  original  masters.
